"  In  reply  to  inquiry  of  recent  date  regarding-  Sir  Walter 
Kerr,  we  are  copying  the  following  from  Salter's  History  of 
Monmouth  and  Ocean  Counties,  page  lxxvii  in  the  Genealog- 
ical K^  cord . 

'Ker,  Kerr;  -  -  Walter  Kerr  had  30  acres  of  land  deeded  to 
him  1688  by  Thomas  Parr,  brickmaker,  servitor  to  Gav/en  Lau- 
rie, late  governor.  In  1689  James  Johnton  deeded  fifty  acres  to 
Walter  Kerr.  In  1691  James  Johnston  deeded  land  to  Walter 
Kerr  in  riyht  ot  his  second  son,  James  Kerr.  Walter  Kerr,  the 
first  of  the  name  in  Monmouth  ,  was  bauished  from  Scotland 
Sept.  3,  1(>^3,  and  it  is  supposed  that  he  and  wife  Margaret 
and  children  came  in  the  ship  Henry  and  Francis,  which  arr- 
ived in  this  country  December,  1685.  Shortly  after  his  arrival 
he  settled  in  Freehold.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  17o5.  P.;  1746  Wi'liam  and  Samuel  Ker  were 
deacons  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  Joseph  and  Walter 
Ker  were  eld  r3  the  >ame  year.  Many  members  of  old  Mon- 
mouth famil.es  went  to  Chester,  Lancaster  and  other  counties 
in  Eastern  Pennsylvania,  from  1715  to  1730  and  in  the  next 
generation  there  was  quite  an  exodus  from  these  families  to 
the  valley  ot  Virginia  and  Western  North  Carolina,  and  it  is 
possible  ti.at  among  the  number  were  descendants  of  Walter 
Kerr  of  Freehold.  The  epitaph  on  the  tombstone  of  his  wife  is 
as  follows; 

'Here  lies  what's  mortal  of  Margaret,  wife  of  "Walter  Ker, 
who  departed  this  life  Oclobjr  ye  first  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  thirty-four,  in  the  seventy-third  year 
of   her   age.  ' 

The  inscription  on  the  third  headstone  shows  that  Marg- 
aret, \*  iie  of  Joseph  Kerr,  died  in  the  year  1745,  aged  33 years. 
About  ball  a  mile  to  the  east  of  the  Tennent  Church,  on  the 
summit  of  a  wooded  hill  belonging  to  the  estate  of  the  late 
Sheriff  lYrr  me,  is  an  old  family  burying  ground  which  was 
originally  uwntd  and  used  for  burial  j  nrposes  by  the  Ker  or 
Carr  family.  There  are  only  three  persons  interred  there, 
namely;  Waiter  K^rr,  Margaret,  his  wife,  aud  Margaret,  wife 
of  Joseph   Ker. 

We  also  enclose  some  data  copied  from  Still  well's  Histor- 
ical  and  Genealogical   Miscellany,   volume  2,   page  318; 

Kerr  Burying  Ground,  Freehold,  N.  J.  'Walter  Ker,  died 
June    1<>,    174K,   in    [his]    92nd  year.'   verse  follows. 

We   hope   this  material    will   he  of  use  to  you.  "

Rem- 
arks; He  was  living-  with  his  son  Jacob  in  McLean  Co.  Ills. 
iu  1839.    He  died  Vtc.   26,   1840,  place  not  stated."

"In  the  name  of  God  I  John  Kerr  of  McLean  County  in 
the  State  of  Illinois,  being  in  perfect  health  of  body  and  of 
sound  memory  and  understanding",  considering  the  certainty  of 
death  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  time  thereof,  and  being  des- 
irous to  settle  my  worldly  affairs,  and  thereby  be  the  better 
prepared  to  leave  this  world,  when  it  shall  please  God  to  call 
me  hence;  Do  therefore  make  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament 
in  manne:  and   form   following,   that  is  to  say;

Kerr  Onehundred  dollars,  to  be  placed  at  interest  immediately 
upon  the  demise  of  myself,  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  use  of 
the  said  Harrison  N.   Kerr. 

Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Grand  son  Joseph  P.  Kerr, 
fifty  dollars.  . 

Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grand  daughter  Harriet 
K.  Kerr  fifty  dollars. 

Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  said  Harriet  R.  Kerr,  all 
mv  household  furniture  and  my  two  beds  and  bedding  said 
beds  and  bedding  to  be  kept  in  good  repair  until  said  Harriet 
can  lawiuily  po>sess  the  same.  _ 

The  money  for  the  payment  of  the  i.bove  Legacies  is  in 
the  Estate  and  due  me   from  my  late  sen,  Jacob  Kerr. 

Lastly  I  do  constitute  and  appoint  my  son,  Thomas  Kerr 
and  Hiram  Buck  to  be  my  Sole  executors  of  this  my  last  Will 
and  Testament  revoking  and  annulling  all  former  wills  by  me 
heretofore    made  and    ratifying  and  confirming   this  and  no 
other  to  be  my   last  Will  and   testament.

Kerr  and  my  son-in-law  Hiram  Buck  to  be  my  sole  executors 
of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  revoking  and  annulling 
all  former  Wills  by  me  heretofore  made,  and  ratifying  and  con- 
firming this  and  none  other  to  be  my  last  Will  and  1  estament.

"Whereas  I  John  Kerr,  of  McLean  County,  State  of  Ill- 
inois, have  made  and  duly  executed  my  last  Will  and  Testa- 
ment in  writing,  bearing  date  this  six[th]  day  of  April,  One 
thousand  eight  hundred  &  forty,  which  said  last  Will  and 
Testament  and  every  clause,  bequest  and  devise  therein  con- 
tained, I  do  hereby  ratify  and  confirm,  and  being  desirous  of 
nuking  additious  thereto,  do  therefore  hereby  make  this,  my 
codicil  which  I  will  and  direct  shall  be  taken  and  held  as  part 
of  my  said  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following, 
that  is  to  say;  whatever  personal  property  may  remain  and

Affidavit  of  Thomas  Karr,  dated  Feb.  17,  1841,  shows  that 
the  testator,   "John  Karr,"  died  "about"  Dec.   19,   1840.
